8'E/55°46'H), Tatar ASSR, east of the railroad line from the 
KAZAN railroad ststion to DEIBYSIIKT (49°11'E/55°57'N), where 
it joins the MOSCCY-~SVE2DLGVSK line (see Annex 1).
